The Georgia Legislature Denounced for 
Passing the Glenn Bill, 

Lovisvitie, Ky., August 10.—In the Intena 
tional Colored Press association today discus- 
sions brought about a division as to which party 
colored men should support. The first topic 
announced for discussion was the relation of 
the negro American to éxisting political parties, 

Rev. Alleu Allensworth, of Louisville, 
opened the discussion. He said the American 
white man did not understand the negro’s po- 
sition. The trouble was, that when the negro 
asked for legal rights, a majority of the people 
seemed to think they were asking for social 
posmegee. The negroes should, in a measure, 
separate from existing parties and teach 
them what the colored man’s rights should be. 


White men and colored men should cultivate - 


more friendly relations, and we should teach 
white men that the day will come again when 
the negroes’ aid will be needed us it was in the 
past. If it had not been for the part the col- 
ored men took, the union would not have been 
saved, 

Alexander Clark, of Chicago, representing 
the Baltimore Commercial, said that all men 
were created free and should be entitled to 
equal rights. He was a republican; not a 
drop of democratic blood was in , his veins, but 
the colored people should not fight any party 
or créed, but labor to benefit themselves. 
Negroes would be amere cipheras an inde- 
pendent party. They should adhere to the 
republican party. If they did not like 
to do this they should. be ruled 
out. The republicans were going to take pos- 
session of things again. They had merely 
split over Jim Blaine and the spoils. It was 
their theft and dishonesty that divided them 
the last time. The mugwumps cannot amount 
to much as they form a company of sorehead 
reformers. There never was a reform party 
that was nota fraud. The negro who deserts 
the republican party isa traitor to the living 
and dead, and it is awonder that the ghost of 
the great departed statesmen who founded the 
party does not come forth and confront them. 

D. A. Rudd, of the Catholic Tribune, said 
the negro owed no allegiance to any party. 
For every service that the republicans had 
done for them, they have done two in return. 

H. H Murray, of the St. Louis Advance, sta- 
ted that so long as the negroes were regarded 
as the political enemies of any party, just that 
long would they have that party to fight and 
oppose their interests. The negroe is not ina 
position to dictate to any political party. 

Dr. Rudd’s resolution, indorsing the Blair 
bill, was indorsed as was also one extending 
sympathy and greeting to Ireland as a people, 
who, like the negro, have been suffering and 
struggling under the injustice of man to man. 

Dr. Fitz Butler, of Louisville, chairman of 
the committee on resolutions, submitted the 
following report, which was adopted: 

We deplore the conditions that muke this conven- 
tion a necess.ty, and while it shall be our effort to 
secure egual and eommon privileges for all nation- 
alities in -places of public instruction, and demand- 
ing,as we do, indiscriminate rights of common 
carriers and ia places of public accommodation and 
entertainment, we have other reasons to ofier for 
this meeting of the colored press association than a 
realization of the privileges, pleasures and benefits 
that should be common to our country regardless of 
nationalities. 

2. The colored press can now comprehend the 
ostracism and prejudices existing against the col- 
ored man in the dark shadow of American slavery, 
as well as sufferers therefrom. and, therefore, none 
are so well qualified to make an appea! against these 
evils as the colored man himself, and at the sama 
time his honest and intelligent efforts will stand as 


witnesses of his native ability,< n-itling him‘to tle 


rights of citizenship, 

Resolved, That we denounce the acts of the legis- 
latures of Indiana, Virgisiia, Tennessee and other 
states, making the inter-marriage of the colored 
race with other nationalities a penal offense, espe- 
cially while the crimes are Commiited against col- 
ored women by jwhite men, are overlooked as an 
unfortunate condition over which the law and pub 
lic sentiment have no control. 

Resolyed, That the act recently passed by the 
Georgia legisiature making ita felony, punisha>le by 
fine and imprisonment, for any person to teacha 
colored child in a white school, or vice versa, is the 
work of unrcasonable and unprincipled men, who 
area disgrace to the position taey. holdin our 
common country. Such legislation is destructive to 
the nation’s strength, in rebellion asin case of war 
with foreign nations. 

Resolved, That while organization is the way to 
utilize our strength, we deem it impracticable to 
attempt a national organization of the colored peo- 
ple to work politically, but rather favor the com- 
mencement of local organizations adapted to the 
peculiar circumstances of plec»s and peop'e 

Resolved, That the work done by the colored 
press has been of incalculable value by placing the 
colored man in a more just light before the world 
and in many instances biased by the representation 
of unprincipled journalists. 

Resolved, That we recommend the establishment 
of a national bureau of information to ascertain the 


extent of lawlessness and mob violence against col-- 


ored men, and adept means for the betterment of 
the present unfortunate state of affairs.

Mr. Watterson gave an 
interesting dissertation on newspapers and 
newspaper men and the incompatability of 
journalisin and politics. 

“The politician,’ he said, ‘Shas to keep 
his path divergent from the ways of veracity, 
whereas, a journalist, on the other hand, is 
always trying to tell the truth, and tell it be- 
fore any one-else does.”’

DEATH OF HENRY CLAY'S SON, 


John Clay l)rops Dead of Heart Disease, 
Near Lexington. 

Lexinaton, Ky,, August 10.—John Clay, 
the only remaining son of Henry Cley, died 
at hisfarm near this city this afternoon at 
3 o'clock, He left the city at 10 o’clock in his 
usual health going home, and after dining 
went outto superintend repairson a pump. 
While giving instructions tothe workmen he 
fell dead, without any premonition, of heart 
disease. Mr. Clay was 67 years old, He had 
no children. He was married about 20 years 
ago to his nephew's widow, Mrs. Colonel Ir- 
win. Colonel Irwin was killed at the battle of 
Perryville while in command of a confederate 
regiment. John Clay possed but few of the 
characteristics of his illustrious father, being 
a plain farmer, devoting much time to raising 
thoroughbred horses. became a Catholic 
twenty years ago. 


THE TOPPLING WALLS. 


A Number of St. Louis Firemen 
Crushed to Death, 


AND SEVERAL SEVERELY INJURED. 


High Walls of a Burned District Suddenly 
Fall, Covering the Firemen Who 
Are Working Below. 


Sr. Lours, Mo., August 10.—The most terri- 
ble catastrophe that has befallen the fire de- 
partment in its history occurred this morning 
about 9 o'clock. The walls of the ruins of 
Bishop & Spear’s peanut warehouse, 510 and 
512 North Second street, fell at that hour and 
carried with them a portion of J. Alkires & 
Co.’s wholesale grocery house, In the ruins 
were buried a number of firemen, two of whom 
were taken out dead. Another is buried be- 
neath the debris and beyond doubt dead. A 
spectator is dying at a hospital and several 
firemen are at-their. homes or.at the engine 
houses suffering from severe injuries. A num- 
ber of firemen were engaged in raising ladders 
to get water on the smouldering peanuts when 
suddenly the east and west walls of Bishop & 
Spear’s wavered and crashed. 

Then down came the north wall and with it 
a portion of Alkires’s south wall, tearing out 
Alkires’s south side right in the middle. As 
the middle and north walls came down the 
front of the peanut warehouse fell out, and the 
pressure from thé side walls forced the debris 
out into the street. There was a great cloud 
of dust and smoke from the burning peanuts. 
In the crash, the firemen went down with a 
cry, 80 quick was the collapse. When the first 
shock was over it was found that all 
the firemen had got off except McKernan, or 
McKenald, Hoell, Feldsman, DeFore and 
Zimmerman. The dead are Barney McKer- 
nan, Frank McDonald and Chris Hoell. The 
injured are James O’Brien fatally, Jacob 
Feldsman severely, Wm. Simmerman severe- 
ly, Matt DeFore slightly. ' 


Prairie Fire at Chicago. 

Cuicaco, August 10.—A prairie fire, which 
broke out about five o’clock this afternoon in 
the vicinity of 89th and Halstead streets, re- 
sulted three hours later in the total destruction 
of the Weber wagon works, at the corner of 
81st street and Wallace street, and the Auburn 
school building just across the street. A two- 
story flat adjacent to the school building and 
four cottages on Wallace street burned. The 
superintendent of the wagon works estimates 
the loss on the works at $150,000. The insur- 
ance is $75,000, distributed among about twenty 
companies.

A Shoe Factory Burned.

THE VINCENT TRIAL. 


Fred Wolffe Denies the Statements of th 
Defendant. . 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., August 10.—[Special.] 

The trial of I. H. Vincent, ex-state treasurer, 

is the topic of absorbing interest. Under the 

fearful cross-examination of yesterday, Vin- 

cent asserted he had made deposits, not alone 


‘with Wolffe, but different banks here, the con- 


sideration being the obtaining of exchange 
free, and other accommodations, the banks oo 
siring the deposits. This morning the state 
opened in wbuttal, putting Josiah Morris, 
banker, on the stand. A lively and vigorous 
egal fight followed, on the admission of Mor- 
ris as a witness, which lasted three hours. The 
defense resisted his admission strenuously, on 
the ground of a specious plea for the introduc- 
tion of new evidence. Overruled and excep- 
tions noted. Morris testified positively that 
Vincent képt no jdeposit with him, and had 
always paid the usual rates for the exchange 
he furnished. 

The sensation of the day was when S. M. 
Levin, cotton clerk with Wolffe, was recalled: 
Vincent swore yesterday that he had never 
been called upon by Wolffe for margins on 
cotton speculations, and fhat if the state 
money he had carried there was applied to his 
individual account to cover heavey losses he 
knew he had made, it was without his knowl- 
edge. Levin today stated that on two differ- 
ent occasions he telephoned Vincent at the 
capital that his margins were exhausted, and 
on these occasions received from him money 
aggregating $16,000. Thaton other occasions 
he had notified Vincent of a shortage and 
money was sent to the bank to cover them; 
that Vincent knew for what purpose money 
was wanted, and furnished it when called on. 

L. F. Gilmer was recalled and stated that 
Vincent’s cotton account with Wolffe at one 
time amounted to $130,000, and his deposits 
went to that credit. He had| my $25, to 
his credit as state treasurer, which amount 
was drawn out some time before he (Vincent) 
left here and the account closed. 

Major Charles J. Campbell, who was ap- 
pointed to examine the auditor’s and treasur- 
er’s books, testified that when he had finished 
the work, Vincent asked him to see the legis- 
lature committee and request them to wait an- 
other day to count the money, as he wished to 
get a warrant for $160,000 for Colonel McKee, 
who was then absent, as he had sent the 
pam ad aad the interest on state bonds in 
New York, andhad to get the warrant to 
make his cash good. Mr. Campbell promised 
todoso. That night Vincent left Montgomery 
and was not again seen until brought from 
Texas by Sheriff Ray. ; 

Several other witnesses were called infre- 
buttal, whose testimony was damaging to that 
Vincent gave yesterday. The examination 
lasted till the hour of recess. 

The afternoon was taken up with speeches 
from the solicitor for the state and Captain J. 
M. Faulkner for the defense, the former's a 
particularly brilliant effort. Governor Watts 
closes for the defense tomorrow and Attorney 
General McClellan for the state. It is not 
thought now that the case will go to the jury 
before noon tomorrow. 

Vincent’s being placed on the stand gave the 
state an opportunity to introduce evidence that 
otherwise it could not h ave done and to con 
nect links in the chain of evidence whieh 
makes a terribly strong case. 

Captain Faulkner did not close his argu- 
ment till 7 o’clock. Hig line of defense was 
that Vincent introduced business matters to 
Wolffe, who got him under his influence and 
made him the victim; that Vincent had no 
intention to do fraud. He was led to believe 
by Wolffe that he was looking after his (Vin- 
cent’s) cotton speculations and that the states 
money was being properly applied to the 
interest account. s theory was that while 
the state lost money there was not a fraudulent 
intention on the part of Vincent, He was a 
victim.

Mr. Charles Lewis and His Wonderful Chart 
~Hunting for Buried Wealth, 

Ravuian, N.C., August 10.—North Carolina 
has once more become the scene of a sensation, 
which offers in reality as much excitement as 
does Edgar A. Poe’s famous story, “The Gold 
Bug.” To-day Mr. Charles Lewis was here, 
and he revealed to your correspondent a ro- 
mance in real life, of which he is the central 
figure. Mr. Lewis isanative of fair Normandy, 
in France, where his name was Alois Courtal. 
At the age of nineteen he became a seaman, 
and saw the world from his ship’s deck, so to 
speak. He had a comrade for some years, who 
was in all respects the opposite of Courtal. 
Where the latter was thrifty, the comrade was 
lazy and idle, as much as possible, ‘and spent 
money as fastas it came. After seeing the 
world, Courtgl came to North Carolina and 
landed at Wilmington. For over a year he 
had not seen his comrade. What was his sur- 
eee to learn that the latter, whose name was 

harles Lewis, was a native of North Carolina 
and that he was at Wilmington sick. Courtal 
spent weeks with Lewis at Wilmington and at 
Smithville, a picturesque seaport near by. 

In the winter of 1860-61 Lewis died, but not 
until he had done two remarkable things. 
First he had a long talk with Courtal, in 
which he told the latter that he must assume 
the name of Lewis (the same as his own.) 
Courtal agreed todo this out of love for his 
old shipmate, and in the presence of witnesses 
formally assumed the name of Charles Lewis. 

A DYING SECRET. 

This done, the dying man dismissed from 
his room every person except Courtal (now 
Lewis), and told the latter his life secret. He 
directed Courtal to look in a telescope case 
and take therefrom a chart. Courtal found 
that the telescope case was in two parts, of 
double thickness, and that between these was 
the chart. Lewis, taking the chart in his 
bony fingers, made Courtal swear that he 
would never cease his efforts to discover what 
the chart might partially reveal. 

_The promise was made, and Lewis told his 
life story. He was of English descent, but 
was bornin Canada. His grandparents had 
been residents of Guilford county, N. C., and 
near Greensboro had buried during the war of 
the revolution, or just at its commencement, a 
chest containing much coin and plate. This 
chest was buried on a plantation some ten 
miles north of Greensboro. The chest is a cu- 
rious piece of workmanship, which Courtal 
could not at first comprehend at all, but his 
fast expiring friend told him all he ‘knew of 
its mysteries. Lewis said that he was afraid 
to prosecute his search for the buried treasure 
too eagerly, and hence had been in North 
Carolina frequently. He had, however, pur- 
chased a piece of property in Guilford county, 
on which he thought the chest was buried. 
Telling these things, his voice grew weaker, 
and at last he gasped but did not speak. With 
a last effort he drew Courtal towards him and 
said, “I know.” It was his last speech, faint 
and ghostly as it was, for with set teeth and 
clinched hands he fell back dead. 

SEEKING THE TREASURE. 

Courtal, or Lewis, as he may now be called, 
took his. comrade’s body to Guilford county, 
and there buried it. The war came on and 
Lewis joined a regiment.of North Carolina 
volunteers. He was a brave soldier, and in 
Scales’ brigade stormed the bloody ridge at 
Gettysburg. No soldier went further that day 
and none was more gallant. At theend of the 
war Lewis settled at the little town of Reids- 
ville, Rockingham county, near Guilford 
county. and married there, Always a practical 
man, he did not permit the great mystery, of 
which he alone had the key, to turn him aside. 
He worked hatd and accumulated property. 
From time to time he has made search for his 
treasure. Three years ago his wife died. He 
remains.at Reidsville cherishing the thought 
‘O} his treasure, and is confident of fiiding it. 
He has never been able to discover the exact 
spot. The fault liesin the survey, which is 
owing to compass changes. Mr. Lewis, now 
quite an old man, Keeps his chart in the bank 
at Reidsville, not daring to keep it in his 
house. Last week an eccentric man of that 
section, a skilled engineer. urged Lewis to 
permit him to aid in the search. Lewis is here 
to see what his friends think of this matter. 
If they say they think it best to so act, Lewis 
will share the secret with the engineer, whose 
name is Coleman. Lewis is very highly 
esteemed and his stranee chart is known to be 
no fanciful affair, but a real designation of the 
hiding place of treasure. The last search 
made was about two miles north of the battle- 
field of Guilford court house. He @as been 
offered large sums of money for his chart, but 
always refuses to sell or even to show it to 
anyone. Only once has any person seen it. 
When wounded in one of the fights in the 
wilderness, he showed it to his captain, bid- 
ding him take it if he (Lewis) died. Butina 
week the captain was dead. 


NEWS FROM HAWAII 


All Candidates for Office Under the New Gov- 
ernment Are Americans, 


Saw Francisco, August 10.—The 'steam- 
ship Australia arrived from Honolula this 
morning, bringing advices from that kingdom 
down to August 2. No disturbances of any 
character are reported, The new ministry are 
in complete control.

Asylum in Tennessee, 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., August 10.—[Special. ]— 
The committee of the county court, who are 
investigating the county asylum, took testi- 
mony all day today, and a frightful lot of tes- 
timony it was, too. The revelations reveal 
the grossest immorality, promiscuous® inter- 
course between inmates, and between em- 
pioyes andinmates. Sallie Puckett, a former 
notorious woman of the town, is employed in 
a confidential capacity. A number of bastard 
children, born in the asylum, were there. The 
bed-bugs reign in all the wards, and filth is 
everywhere seen. There are three hundred 
inmates. The only redeeming feature is that 
they are clothed decently and have enough to 
eat. 


The Ruffin Murder Trial. 

Prrerssura, Va., August 10.—Evidence in 
the Langston murder trial was concluded to- 
night with testimony introduced by the prose- 
cution. The defense made numerous objec- 
tions and noted several exceptions to the 
rulings of the court. In rebuttal, the prosect- 
tion showed that several of the witnesses who 
testified for the defense were not ou the spot 
when the shooting occurred. Instructions 
will be asked for tomorrow and will, no doubt, 
elicit an elaborate discussion.

TROUBLE EXPECTED WITH THE PEERS, 


Who Are Dissatisfied With the Land Bill— 
Parnellites Summoned to be on Hand 
~—Other Foreign News Items. 


Lonpon, August 10.—The lord mayor's an- 
nual banquet to the ministers was given at the 
mansion heuse this evening. Premier Salis- 
bury, inaspeech, said that the government 
had done everything to give effect to the coun- 
try’s mandate to preserve the unity of the em- 
pire. Extra powers had been placed at the 
government’s command and the conntry had a 
right tocomplain if these powers were not 
used discretly but firmly This is believed 
to signify that the government will proclaim 
the Irish National league.

women conviets for one year; you can hire two 

ards and a chaplain, and you can hire a super- 
ntendent to look after everything, all the expendi- 
tures of the farm, and ali for twelve months fur 
$10,000.

$60,000 or $70,000. Now, I get my figures from aman 
of experience, and one who is familiar with the 
convict camps, From one who knows what he is 
talking about, and you can build just such an in- 
stitution as my bill contemplates, and run it for 
twelve months with 

FIFTY CONVICTS FOR $10,000. 

Thatis all of it. Iam more intc rested in the pas- 
gage of this bill than Iam in my personal triumph. 

Vhy, the gentleman from Dougherty, the other 
day, said that if this bill passed his 
intimation was that I would be hailed as 
the savior of the pects.

tunately for Augusta, Mayor 
last night.that’the river would reach thirty- 
five feet proved fallacious. In fact, it only 
went to thirty-three feet ten inches, nine 
inches below the highest point reached Sun- 
day week. This point was reached at four 
o'clock this morning, when the water remain. 
ed on a stand until seven o’clock ; at that hour 
it commenced falling, which it has been doing 
steadily, but slowly, since. On account of the 
blow out in a canal gate on Marbury street the 
water flooded fully as much of thes city as on 
the previous big rise, but did comparatively 
little damage. A small brick dwelling on Taylor 
Street, just opposite the gas works, was under- 
mined by a swift current of water flowing 
down that street and one side fell in, damaging 
the building to the extent of nearly $1,000. 
The streets were badly washed again and all 
work accomplished since the last flood was ru- 
ined. This, of ‘course, will have to be redone. 
Houses were again tlooded and will necessitate 
a third cleaning. This is very severe on poor 
people who reside in the flooded districts, and 
most of this class reside there. Council will 
probably have to make another appropriation 
to prevent suffering among them. This will, 
however, be properly attended to. Many 
fences will have to be rebuilt, houses repaired 
anc yards refilled. This will take some days, 
but certainly by next week things 
will again be in proper shape in Augusta, All 
the mills except the King have stopped work 
on account of high water and they are only 
running about one-third their force. The En- 
terprise and Sibley will probably be able to 
Start tomorrow at noon, but others certainly 
not before Saturday and probably Monday.

- about the lower wards of the doomed city. It will 
be remembered that the meeting of these two cur- 
rents of death, in the center of New Orleans, sent 
more than three hundred to their Jong homesin one 

day. 

So great was the dread of yellow fever in 
the early part of the century that John 
Randolph made a speech in congress against 
the encouragement of manufactures. He 
feared that manufacturing industries would 
increase the size of our cities, and then, to 
use his language, ‘‘there ‘would be yellow 

feverin New York from January to July, 

How all these 
gloomy forebodings have been disappointed 
we all know. 

Surely and steadily the scourge has been 
beaten back until it mow ravages only a 
narrow strip of territory in its occasional 
visits. Perhaps it is not anticipating too 
much to look forward to the time in the 
near future when the progress of medical 
science and the perfection of our sanitary 
and quarantine regulations will bar yellow 

fever out of the south, just as effectually 
as it has been banished from the northern

The Muddle in Tennessee. 


The Tennesseeans are in a state of mind 
over the prohibition amendment to be voted 
upon the last, Thursday in September. 

The constitution declares that the ratifi- 
eation vote shall ‘be ‘‘a majority of all the 
citizens of the state voting for representa- 
tives.”’ There are three conflicting opin- 
ions. Oneis that a majority of all the 
qualified voters in the state is required; an- 
Other isthata majority of the vote cast 
upon the amendment will suffice; the third 
is that there must be not only a majority of 
the votes cast, but such majority must be 
equal to'the majority of all the citizens of 
the state voting for representatives. The 
supporters of this third opinion hold that 
the amendment cannot be voted upon at a 
special election, but must be submitted at a 
general election. 

It is said that the antis, if defeated, will 
appeal to the supreme court upon two 
grounds; first, that the legislature could not 
lawfully order a special election, and, séc- 
ond, that a computation upon the basis of 
Jast year’s vote would be wrong. The 
friends of the amendment, if they secure a 


majority of all the voteS cast, will insist 


that prohibition has carried the day.

The Color Line in Education. 

The Philadelphia Times calls attention 
to a fact which the reckless republican or- 
gans, in criticizing Georgia for the enforce-

The colored citizenrof Georgia want no 
qwhite cinidren in thrir schools, and théyare as 
énxious for their own exclusive race schools as are 
the whites. - 

Georgia is among the foremost of thé southern 
g@tates in ber advanced educational tystem, and far 
surpasses Pennsylvan-ain the special educational 
advantages offered colored people. Pennsylvania 
gives open college doors to colofed people in her 
laws, but the colored student knows better than to 
knock at many of them, while Georgia has her 
whiti and her colored state universities for the 
higher instruction of both races, and both are 
@yusily suste'ned by state appropriations. In addi- 
tion there are normal sehools for both races, and 
Shere are more colored teachers employed in the 
@ingie state of Georgia than are employed in al) the 
porthern states from Maine to California. The eolor 
Pine will always be maintained in the'free schools of 
the south because the colored people thems4ves so 
ordered it, because both raves prefer it, and becatse 


itis a necemity toa harnionious free educational 


aysiem for ail. :

Death from Angesthetics. 
Much comment has been madé on the 


The death of Mr. Dill, a very prominent citizen 


of Lewisburg, Pa., which occurred a few 
days ago. The patient was undergoing a 
comparatively slight operation at the hands 
of Dr. Agnew, one of the most distinguished 
surgeons in America. As is usual in all 
such casts, an anesthetic was administered. 
To the surprise of the surgeon his patient 
died during the operation. A brother of the 
unfortunate man was inclined at first to re- 
flect upon the management of the case, and 
from other sources there came criticism. 

It is now clearly established that no de 
gree of surgical skill could have foreseen the 
complications which caused the fatal result 
from the use of ether. At the coroner’s jn- 
quest the examining physician, who is one 
of the most skillful pathologists in America, 
demonstrated that the cause of Mr. Dill’s 
death was what would bé popularly described 
as apoplexy. The patient’s brain was in 
a condition which rendered it dangerous to 
give him ether, but it is almost certain that 
the shock of the operation performed with- 
out an anesthetic would also have been 


fata). 

There is absolutely nothing in the case 
which should weaken the popular faith in 
anwsthetics, A prominent Philadelphia 
physician says there is undoubtedly danger 
in taking ether, just as there ig danger in

The Glenn Bill.

The Glenn bill, which passsd the Georgia 
houre of representatives, has causeda great deal of 
hot-tempered discussion. The constitution of the 
state is opposed to the co-education of black and 
vhite children. Allright. The people of Georgia 
are on the ground and onght to know what is for 
their best interest. If they see fit to afford educa- 
tional facilities to colored children in one school 
and the same facilities for white childrenin another 
school, well and good. And if they decree white 
teachers shall teach white children and colored 
teachers shall teach colored children, nobody will 
shrug his shoulders. The object, which is to offer a 
good common school education to every child in the 
state, will be attained. 

To enact a law, however, that the white teacher 
who admits to his class a ¢>lored boy or girl shall be 
punished in the chaingang for a period of twelve 
months, as related elsewhere, is decidedly drastic. 
That seems to be a pretty heavy penalty for a rather 
light offense. With a strong public opinion op- 
posed to co-education such a desperate resort would 
seem to be hardly necessary.

Inspection of Railroad Employes. 


Is it color blindness that causes accidents in 
the operative department of railroads? The writer 
of this article has gone practically through all the 
different classes as an operative on railiosd:, and 
asks who will bring before the interested publica 
record showing, since the beginning of running 
trains by steam power on railroads, where a single 
accident was the result of eolor blindness? 

One of the greatest evils amongst employes on 
railroads is that folly ‘drink whisky-blindness.’ An- 
othteristhat too little care has been taken by the 
chief departments of railroads in selection of their 
men and properly preparing them to fillimyortant, 
responsible positions. A large portion of _com- 
mon sense well dealt out among 
the employes would reap a larger 
reward than most railroad offc’als are aware of. 
First, good mother wit is necessary; then comes the 
training up of these men, who from time to time 
are to be placed in charge of responsibie pcsitions, 
and would say that each road should make it the 
duty of a competent official of each department 
thereof to see that all employes that seem to haye 
the proper. natural development, be educated fr 
such positions of trust, and when the time comes 
that a conductor or engineer is wanted that he be 
selected from the ranks. See to it that such an one 
is qualified by undergoing the necessary examina- 
tion by such appointed officer of aud by the rail- 
road, who certamly will, after the examination, 
know whether ornot such person is a proper and 
safe one to send out on a road in such capacity 

Now, as for legislation on such matters as are 
pending in the common-sense state of Georgia on 
color blindness, ete., in employes of railroads, let it 
be borhe in mind that if men have to be examined, 
let it be done by a competent person, one-who has 
served fully on railroads and is competent and 
worthy for such task, and try these men by the im- 

ements they work with in the :e@rvice Gngageéd, 

ecause it is knowp by the use of woolen yarns, 
shades, ete., many agoodand faithful man, who has 
seryed many years without the smallest record 
against him for accident from any cause, has been 
dismissed from the service from defective means of 
in practice. Is this a proper manner to serve such 

srsons? It is little less than criminal, and shou!d 
treated with more caution and equity. 

Now, as to whisky-blindness. If the lawmakers of 
Georgia will insist in trying to bring about better 
things than in their judgment now is in practice, 
why not make it a penal offense for any employe to 
drink any intoxicants whatever, while in the em- 
ploy of a railroad, unless he should first obtain 
from a proper official of the road a leave of absence, 
and having nothing to do, in any. menner, as an 
employe, during snch leave of absence. 

Make italso an equal offense for any railroad 
official, knowingly, to allow any employe to go out 
on duty on the road while such employe isin any 
marmmner under the inffnmence of drink. Make it a 
crime, too, fir any employe who knows of any other 
employe to be ina state of intoxication while on 
duty, using’ any means to screen such an one from 
the knowlcdge of the officials of the road. Now, if 
it is thought t> be worthy of consideration by our 
lawmakers, then we may find some better future 
results by their assistance to this end for the good 
of all concerned.

The Es«timates Based on the Returns Made 


to the Comimissioner of Agriculture, 

Sefore the recent heavy rains «the prospect 
of the cory and the cotton crops Was much 
above an average. Thecorn was reported bet- 
ter than that of any crop since 1882, and the 
cotton better than any crop in the last ten 
years. 

The regular reports Of correspondents were 
made ont and forwarded before the last of the 
month in order to reach this office on the first 
day of Angast. The condition and prospect, 
as shown at this time,- was, for cotton, 101, 
To ascertain more nearly the dam- 


of questions was submitted to the Correspon- 
dents after the first of August, These were 
filled and retarned between the 5th and 8th, 
and constitute the bases on which the present 
estimates are made. 

The damage to the cotton crop, on bottoms, 
is reported 36 per cent. Comparatively little 
of this crop is on bottom lands, and the dam- 
age thus reported apyflies most generally to 
narrow branch bottoms. The damage to the 
corn, 33 per cent, is very much greater in the 
aggregate, since the larger part of the bottom 
Jands of the state are devoted to this crop. 
Along the Chattahoochee, southeast of the 
Chattahoochee ‘‘divide,’’ for many miles, the 
corn on such lands has been almost a total loss. 
The damage to cotton on uplands ranges in 
the different sections from 5 to 19 per cent. 
As stated by many of the correspondents, the 
damage cannot yet be fully estimated, and 
it is feared that it may much exceed this esti- 
mate. North and southeast Georgia sustained 
coniparatively little injury and some of the 
counties*in the northwest report no injury 
irom excessive rains. The last reports from 
east and southeast Georgia are meagre and 
may not show so nearly the true condition. 
Statements relating to the counties as far as 
heard from will be found in the notes of cor- 
respondents. 

The caiterpillar was observed in Dooly coun- 


| ty on the 10th of July and ina number of other 


counties in southwest Georgia between the 
15th and 30th. Its appearance is not reported 
in other sections of the state.

Bondurant and {Ioplin of the embarrassment 
caused, by the order. Governor Gordon said 
toa CONSTITUTION representative last night 
that he had the matter under advisement, and 
would consult with the primcipal keeper and 
the principal physician before taking any 
action.

The Legislative Committee Appointed to In- 
vestigate the Matter Begins Work. 

Yesterday afternoon the joint legislative 
committee to investigate the manner in which 
the resolution wiping out the bonds of the 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad held by 
the state had been passed, began its work in 
the president of the senate’s room at 3 o’clock. 
The resolutions under which the committee 
sat were read, whereupon Judge Harrell was 
asked to take the cro 

Judge Harrell recounted the circumstances 
of the intragfaction of the resolution in which 
the Marietta and North Georgia railroad was 
given a two years rebatement of interest, pro- 
vided it would finish the road by 1888. This 
resolution, hé explained, was a compromise; 
he was opposed to it himself as he believed it 
to be unconstitutional, but had finally accepted 
it with the understanding that it was to be 
final. The house passed it by a unanimous 
vote, but when it was transmitted to the senate 
an amendment wiping out the entire bonded 
indebtedness held by the state was proposed 
in place of the two years rebate of interest, and 
was passed. When it came back to the hcuse 
it was concurredin, and notwithstanding a 
bill introduced by Judge Harrell to repeal the 
whole thing, the matter was_allowed to stand. 

Judge Harrell said that he did not know 
that the amendment made by the senate was 
influenced by unworthy means. AJ] he knew
